AMUSEMENTS 
NOT BARRED IN 
DRIVING BAN 


Some confusion and m isunder­ 
standing prevailing in rural areas 
and other communities relative to 
adherence to the new ruling barring 
pleasure driving was cleared up to­ 
day by OPA officials. 
While the ban on pleasure driving 
rem ains in effect it necessarily does 
not prevent anyone from attending 
am usem ents such as moving picture 
theatres, sports events and other a t­ 
tractions classified as amusements. 
OPA officials have ruled th a t per­ 
sons driving their cars on legitimate 
business, visiting doctors, visiting the 
sick or any other errand term ed es­ 
sential may attend the theatre or 
any other am usem ent provided it 
does not require additional driving 
of their cars to do so. There is no 
prohibition against attending am use­ 
m ents. 
‘Hie ruling is specific in 
th a t it prohibits driving automobiles 
for pleasure only. But pleasure may 
be combined with essential driving 
if it does not require added mileage 
to do so.

Gettysburg college will hold the 
first m id-year commencement in its 
history Monday morning, January 
25, when approxim ately 20 seniors 
will receive their degrees in Brua 
chapel at ll o’clock. 
This will be the first class to 
graduate under the new accelerated 
course instituted last summer by 
the college and perm itting students 
to finish the regular four-year col­ 
lege 
program 
in 
three calendar 
years. 
Members of the adm inistration, 
faculty, and graduating class will 
form fn regular academic procession 
before the exercises and walk to 


the 
chapel 
where

and 
friends of the graduates, and m em ­ 
bers of the student body will be the 
audience.

PUBLIC HEARING 
SET FOR FLYNN 


W ashington, Jan. 15 (AP)—Tile 
Senate foreign relations committee 
unanimously ordered public h ear­ 
ings today, beginning next week, on 
protests against President Roose­ 
velt’s 
nom ination 
of 
Edward 
J. 
Flynn, retiring Democratic national 
chairm an, to be m inister to Aus­ 
tralia. 
Chairm an Connally (D -Tex) said 
he would confer with Flynn, and 
“other interested parties” to de­ 
term ine a convenient time for the 
opening of the hearing, which will 
be conducted by the full 23-member 
committee. 
He said the hearings 
probably would sta rt W ednesday or 
Thursday. 
Connally told reporters th e com­ 
m ittee would lim it its investigation 
to charges th at could be substanti­ 
ated by direct testimony of w it­ 
nesses, barring any hearsay charges 
against the appointee. 
Senator Bridges (R-NH) has been 
especially critical of Flynn, saying 
his record made him unfit for the 
im portant assignment. 


KENNEDY WILL FILED 
T he will of M ary J. Kennedy, late 
of Conewago township, was filed at 
the court house nam ing H arry L. 
Miller, Hanover, as executor. 
The 
estate is valued a t $3,700 in real 
estate and personal property.

We want 
1 every Pennsylvanian to know our 
| plans and aims, then assist in car- 
• tying them out." 
M artin said th a t Charles M. Mor­ 
rison, his campaign publicity direc­ 
tor and appointed secretary of the 
commonweath, and C halfant would 
“have the im portant task of keep­ 
ing the people of Pennsylvania in­ 
formed.” 
“I t isn’t going to be publicity,” 
lie added. “I t’s going to be inform a­ 
tion. 
We’ve got. to become war- 
m inded.” 
To Co-Ordinate Departm ents 
Tile new governor said the De­ 
partm ent of Commerce, set up by 
retiring Governor A rthur H. Jam es 
to attract new industry to the com­ 
monwealth, would be partially an 
inform ation bureau under his ad ­ 
m inistration. 
All departm ents will be co-ordi­ 
nated, he continued a t a press con­ 
ference, with a unified inform ation 
service to be established in the 
D epartm ent of State. 
M artin said the Post-W ar Plan­ 
ning commission likely will be under 
the D epartm ent of Commerce al­ 
though no definite decision has been 
made. The commission, in addition 
to the executive director, will in­ 
clude elected officials of the state 
“and certain ones will be appointed 
to take in labor, agriculture and in ­ 
dustry.”

WHEN AND WHERE TC) FILE 
RETURNS 
For individuals generally, income 
tax returns for the calendar year 
1942 m ust be filed not later than 
m idnight of M arch 15, 1943, and 
they should be filed as soon as pos­ 
sible after January I, 1943. 
Some 
individuals, 
operating 
businesses, 
keep their books on a fiscal year 
basis, that is, for a 12-month period 
ending on (he last day of some 
m onth other than December, and 
returns of such individuals are due 
on or before tile 15th day of the 
third m onth following Uh* close of 
their fiscal year. 
Individuals who have been out­ 
side the Americas continually for a 
period of 9ft days or more are al­ 
lowed an extension of time am ount­ 
ing to the length of the residence 
outside the Americas, plus DO days 
(but not beyond the 15th day of 
the third mon!ii following the close 
of the present war,) in which to 
file their income tax return. 
Also, 
an individual who is a prisoner of 
war or otherwise detained by an 
enemy country or by enemy forces, 
or wiio is in the m ilitary or naval 
forces of the United States serving 
on seo duty er outside the con­ 
tinental United States, is allowed 
until the 15th day of the third 
m onth following the m onth in which 
such status ceases or the present 
war in term inated 
whichever is 
earlier, to file return and make 
payment of tax. 
In unusual circum stances a resi­ 
dent individual may be granted an 
extension within which to file a 
return upon application to the col­ 
lector of internal revenue for his 
district, if appropriate reasons are 
Shown, If tile extension is giant ed, 
the taxpayer is subject to an inter­ 
est charge of 6 per cent per annum 
on the am ount of tax payable, from 
the original due date until paid. 
Returns m ust bo filed with the 
lector of internal revenue for the 
district in which the taxpayer m ain­ 
tains bis legal residence or place 
of business. 
Taxpayers 
with no 
legal residence or place of business 
should mail their returns to the 
collector of internal revenue, Balti­ 
more, Md.

‘RESTRAINING’ 
TAX IS NEWEST 
IDEA OF SOLONS 


Washington, Jan. 15 <AP>—Pav­ 
ing blocks, taxes and a wildcat coal 
miners' strike drew major attention 
in the capital today as both Houses 
of Congress began a week-end re­ 
cess.

Tile reasons for a wildcat strike 
of 17.000 Pennsylvania anthracite 
miners arc to be explained to the 
War Labor Board by a committee of 
15 miners. Tile Labor Board, which 
also summoned operators to a public 
h e a r i n g starting 
at 2 o'clock 
(Eastern War Time), wants to know 
why the miners "are on strike 
against the national no-strike policy 
and against the welfare of the na­ 
tion In time of war.” On the out­ 
come may depend a threatened ex- 
tention of the walkout, which now 
centers in Wilkes-Barre, 
Decide on Flynn Hearing 
Behind the closed doors of the 
Senate foreign relations committee 
in the capitol a group of 23 Senators 
meets to decide whether to hold 
open hearings on the fitness of Ed­ 
ward J. Flynn to be minister to 
Australia. 
Senator Bridges (R-NH,), heft­ 
ing a Belgian paving block which 
he said had been extracted frcm 
tile courtyard of Flynn's New York 
estate, made a series of charges 
against the retiring democratic na­ 
tional committed chairman yester­

the modified retail sales tax the 


fourth choice in the struggle to 
raise the additional $16,000,000,000 
which President Roosevelt has said 
was needed this year for wrar pur­ 
poses. 
Discourage Purchase of Luxuries 
A restraining tax would be In­ 
tended not only to raise a part of 
the additional revenue, but would 
discourage wartime purchases of 
luxury goods. 
Rep. Robertson rD-Va ), member 
of the tax-framing ways and means 
committee, has announced he would 
propose an outright sales tax on all 
commodities when the committee 
takes up the revenue problem a 
week or two hence. 
He said this 
was “the best way left to distribute 
a sacrifice we cannot escape.” 
The committee discarded a simi­ 
lar proposal last year after

Treasury had contended it would be 
unfair to low' income groups. 
Meantime, overwhelming strength 
appeared to be arrayed behind the 
pay-as-you-go principle for collect­ 
ing Individual Income taxes.

The announcement states that the 
prisoners and interned civilians re­ 
ceive regular American Red Cross 
standard food parcels and necessary 
clothing as soon as the International 
Red Cross Committee In Orneva is 
notified of their capture and camp 
location. 
A total of 5.931 food parcels were 
reported dispatched to camps in 
Europe during November to U. S 
prisoners of 
war and 
internees 
Prisoners receive a package a week 
and internees one every two weeks 
Regular Deliveries 
The announcement continues: 
"In addition to the standard Red 
Cross parcels, which have been care­ 
fully prepared by nutrition experts 
to counteract any vitamin deficien­ 
cies in the regular prison diet, a 
prisoner also may receive one sup­ 
plementary parcel every* 60 days 
from his family or friends as soon 
as they have been officially notified 
of his capture and whereabouts. 
Full directions for sending parcels 
are sent the next of kin ai the time 
of notification. Information may be 
obtained from any post office on 
what may be included in these par­ 
cels to prisoners of war for which no 
Individual export license is now re­ 
quired.
